jnent signed by Uiree Rush county 
citizens who witnessed 
the affair 


from beginning to end, which ver- 
itied Dr. Logan's explanation in its 
essential details.

wife and daughter were returning 
home and that they were delayed in 
Crossing M:iiu street, in front 
of

waited for the parade to pass and 
sis they stood there a young man 
who was a stranger to him ordered 
Dr. Logan to remove his hat. When 
ie refused to obey the command, a 
young woman in the regalia1 of the 
K-u Klux Mian, Dr. Logan says, got 
out of an automobile in the parade 
nnd shook a small flag in Dr. Lo- 
gan's face, meanwhile insisting that 
he take off his liat 


Dr. Lojrjin -says the assertion of 0. 


U. Umbarprer of Indianapolis, one of 
the men who were cut, that he made 
a motion as if to strike the wo- 
man, wjis false, but that he refused 
to remove his hat and stepped back 
away from, the woman shaking the 
flag in his face. - 


The woman then said in a loud 


tone. "Come and iret him 
Muncie 


Ko. -4,"' according to Dr. Logan, who 
says that he understood the woman 
to utter these words, but that others 
who were standing' nearby under- 
stood her to s;iy *M-uneie No. 24." 


Dr. Lo<rnn asserts that when four 


Iflifre men cjime 
towards him, in 


obeying the woman's order, lie took 
bis penknife out -of his pocket and 
was ready for them when1 they at- 
tacked him, stopping the first three, 
but the fourth knocked him over the 
iron fence between the Cambern and 
Brown homes. The physician states

CHANGE VOLSTEAD ACT 


President Harding Will Suggest Mo- 
difications to End Difficulties Due 


to Court Ruling 


AN ANSWER TO PROTESTS 


(By United Press) 


, Washington, June 
12—President 


Harding will suggest that congress 
ehaiiige the Volstead law to end dif- 
ficulties growing out of the supreme 
court decision 
that foreign ships 


must not bring even sea-stores of li- 
quor into American waters, it was 
indicated today by an administra- 
tion spokesman at the White House." 


At present, Harding finds the go- 


vernment has no choice in the mat- 
ter but must rigidly enforce the su- 
preme court ruling. He believes, 
however, that congress had no in- 
tention of making the law so drastic 
as the supreme court holds it to be! 


The administration statement to- 


day constituted an answer to . the 
protest from eight maritime nations 
against the new liquor regulation. 
No exception, amendment or abate- 
ment will be made, it was clearly in- 
dicated, and all ships* entering Amer- 
ican waters must remain dry under 
the regulations, 
until 
congress 


changes the law.

PROPER GQOLING^OF CREAM 


HELPS QUALIFY OF BUTT|R 


The annual production" of' farm, 


and factory butter in Indiana is ap-. 
proximotcly 60,000,000 pouiids. Uu- 
ioi-.tnna-tely Uiis is not g.11 first class 
quality, especially during the sprnig 
and aunrmer months. Butter is judg- 
ed according to flavor, texture, etc., 
and sold sx-cording to -saore. Good 
bulicr scores 90 ])onnds or more. 
The average price paid 5k»r 38 score 
butter on the Chicago market was 
32 cents wliile 90 score butter1 aver- 
aged 35 cents and 92 score, 3S 
cents last year.- 
- 


There is little compeittion between 


butter and oleomargarine and other 
butter substitutes, Purdue .Univer- 
sity ditirymen point out. The^qual- 
ity of Indiana butter could be greater 
improved if a better 'grade -of cream 
were produced and delivered .by the 
dairymen. As most of the cream 
has been bought on a -flat basis, 
there''lias bsen little inducement for 
the farmer to produce better cream." 


A series of experiments conducted 


last summer at the Piirdue Agricul- 
tural Experiment Station showed 
that properly cooled -cream, produced 
butter that scored higher and con- 
sequently brought better prices..Fre- 
quency of marketing and 
general 


eare of the sream also were impor- 
tant factors. The foEowing is' part 
of a statement' recently sent 
to 


Indiana dairymen on this topic: 


A simple equipment for cooling 


cream can" be prepared"as follows: 
A barrel used in this method of cool- 
iyip is prepared by boring a 1* inch 
hole between the two top hoops in- 
serting a 11 inch pips with an elbow 
so that the pipe may be extended 
within a few inches of the bottom of 
the barrel. This pipe is to carry the 
fresh water from the well or spring 
Into the bcrrcl. A two inch hole is 
then bored on the opposite side of 
the barrel between the third and 
fourth hoops, about three inches be- 
low the intake. A two inch pipe is 
then placed in this outlet which car- 
ries the overflow of water from the 
barrel to the stock watering trough.

The oyster shell scale, which is 30 


abundant and destructive to lilac 
and other shrubs and trees in Ind- 
iana, began batching June 3. The 
best time to destroy this insect is 
soon after the young hatch. This 
year spraying should be done be- 
tween June 9 and 14 to get the best 
results, says Prof. J. J. Davis, head 
«f the entomology department of 
Purdue University. 


The spray material is prepared by 


dissolving one pound of caustic soda 
iish-oil soap in four gallons of water 
to which is then added one ounce of 
41) per cent nicotine sulpliute. 
Use 


a sprayer which will give a fine, 
forceful spray because the insects 
arc killed by contact and the spray 
must touch the young scales to be 
effective. 
]f the fish-oil soap is not 


available replace it in the above for- 
mula with one-and one half pounds 
of a cheap laundry soap.

It-, is 
for this reason that an examination 
of the meadow,,in -the late fall'or 
early spring,- or-jan; inspection of land 
reaely to be seeded to oats, will re- 
veal whether, or not white top is pre- 
sent in any abundance. 


Bay badly infested with white top 


should be cut early before the weed 
matures seeds.

THE FATHER OP SHUtLEY "POPPIES , 


The death of Rev. W. Wilks, sec- 


retary of the Royal Horticultural 
society of England on March 2 at 
his home, Shirley, recalls the dabt 
that gardeners owe to this English 
clergyman, particularly in one of the 
handsomest of summer annuals^ the 
Shirley poppy, named for the parish 
in which he lived for many years. 
These poppies may be sown at any 
time up to the middle of July with al 
certainty of a -brilliant display of 
bloom, being one of the quickest of 
the .annual flowers to 
come 
into 


bloom. 


The history of the Shirley poppy 


is interesting in showing what may 
be done .by patient work and obser- 
vation. Reverend Wilks first discov- 
ered in a'patch'of the common field 
poppy in his garcten, one with a thin 
edge of while and with yellow stam- 
ens. \ Ordinarily the 
stamens 
are 


black1 or very dark and.the dark pol- 
len musses and disfigures the flower 
when' it ripens. 
- He saved the seed of this poppy, 
planted it, secured.a, number of 
plants with the white edge more pro- 
nounced and with the yellow stam- 
ens. Saving from these types and 
discarding the black-centered plants 
he developed the 
present 
'Shirley 


poppy with its delicate satiny pinks 
and roses and even inauve and lav- 
ender shades and all with .the light 
centers.

ion, based on the assumption that 
every 'true American will show rev- 
erent respect for it a*t the. proper 
time and place.

forbids the use of the flair in regis- 
tered trademarks or for advertising

rememljercd. II is also regarded as a

Certain customs liave become un-

He will)'be- 
sides,' accord the flag at the head of 
a procession, especially at the head 
of a military procession, the xcspeet 
that is best expressed by raising 4iis 
hat 


Although not regarded as a mark 


of .disrespect, it is considered to be 
at least a sign of ' carelessness to 
leave a flag in the open during the 
night Army and navy etiquette pro- 
vides for the flag^to 'be raised at 
sunri.=e, never before, and lowered at 
sunset. The same spirit should 
b'e 


manifest in civil life. A flag is raised 
on the court house' tower and there 
it flies in darkness andx daylight, 
sunshine and rainvunffl it has out- 
lived its usefulness. It is a simple 
matter to take a flag down at night- 
fall and raise it in the morning. Cer- 
tainly the flag has earned a right 
to this evidence of respect -for, as 
Wilbur D. Nesbit so' beautifully 
wrote, it 'is—
